Livestock Feeders 
Swinging to Pellets 


Pelleting, a whole new concept 
of livestock feeding, is one of the 
hottest topics in farm engineer i n g 
and nutritional circles. 
Two of the m ajor advantages of 
squeezing the bulk out of rough­ 
ages and com plete rations and con­ 
verting them into pellet form are 
increased feed intake and reduced 
storage needs, says Succe s s f u I 
Farm ing magazine. 
As we climb to higher and high­ 
er production levels, consumption 
is an increasing limiting factor. 
Simply stated, pellets enable the 
animal to eat more. This is es­ 
pecially true if the ration con­ 
tains low-quality roughages. 
Pelleting can reduce bulk by a- 
bout 80 per cent over 
loose 
or 
chopped hay and by 50 per cent 
that of baled ha>. It will slso mean 
easier handling. For the first tim e 
it will be possible to entirely m e­ 
chanize the handling of roughages. 
Wind loss on the range can be 
substantially reduced with pellets, 
says the article. “ Billing” by poul­ 
try’ <**n be avoided. W’hen feeding 
roughages, all the plant is eaten 
by the anim al. 
The feeder will have com p I ete 
control of the ration, too. Selective 
eating is elim inated. Each pellet 
can be m ade a balanced ration. 
Another advantage is that certain 
powdery’ ingredients, like alfa I f a 
meal, can be handled with l e s s 
dust in pellet form.

How the farm ers of the county will 
welcome you. The weatherman in 
Washington C. H. says we have had 
14 days of rain and 5.66 inches so 
far this month. 
Some other parts of the state has 
had more, particularly around cen­ 
tral and western part of the state. 
This June will be one of the wettest 
and next week we will have the 
official rainfall for the first 
six 
months of 1958. 
Corn, soybeans and 
hay 
has 
suffered most in Fayette Coun­ 
ty in this wet period. However, 
someone has said we always have 
more feed in a wet year than a 
dry year. 
Corn, Fayette County's m a i n 
crop, with about 72,000 acres, has 
suffered most. One farm er has es­ 
timated as much as a fifty per­ 
cent damage in some fields. Anoth­ 
er said he saw a 35 acre field he 


didn’t believe he would make it 
for the harvest. 
There isn’t a single sizeable field 
in the county that hasn’t had some 
water 
damage. 
Friday 
evening 
there was water standing on the 
fields of soybeans and corn in the 
southern parts of the county. 
HIGH PLACKS in the corn fields 
on the clay ground shows much 
damage as well as the low places. 
This is due to the fact that all the 
air has been driven out of the soil, 
the water has filled all the porns 
places, therefore the corn can get 
no oxygen and it is smothering to 
death. All corn turns yellow from 
the lack of air. 
Most farmers indicate there 
has been a 15 to 20 per cent dam ­ 
age in the over all corn crop. 
Soybeans turn black, as well as 
yellow when they have had too 
much rain and water. Some soy­ 
beans were completely covered by 
water Friday evening. There were

Communities Should Back Health Officials 
Laff-A-Day 


Medical schools and public health de­ 
partments in Ohio and elsewhere in this 
country are continuing to play a promi­ 
nent and growing part in public health of 
this nation. 
All of us are concerned with good health 
and our various public health departments 
have become vital to public welfare. 
A question has been raised in this coun­ 
ty regarding proper sewage disposal of 
what is known as the North Shore area 
just north of this city's corporation limits, 
where lack of proper facilities for sewage 
d I sposal imposes a constant potential 
threat, according to the Fayette County 
Health Department, which says that some 
action must be taken soon to eliminate 
such hazard. Official steps have been tak­ 
en to bring this matter toward an early 
decision as to what may or will be done. 
If there should be such a thing as an epi­ 
demic in this community and it were 
traced to conditions to which the health 
department has been pointing, nearly ev­ 
eryone would be critical and would be 
asking why some action had not been tak­ 
en earlier. 
All such conditions throughout the na­ 
tion are gradually receiving more atten­ 
tion in oui- medical schools as well as 
through state and local health depart­ 
ments. Too often the general public takes 
the good health of a community for grant­ 
ed. 
In this connection medical schools are 
exerting a quiet but persistent influence 
for more community alertness. 
It is reported that the medical schools 
are now teaching 30,000 medical students. 
At the end of the current academic year 


another 7,000 young physicians will be 
graduated. But the doctor doesn’t work 
alone— with him are dentists, pharma­ 
cists. research scientists, and technicians, 
who also receive instruction in medical 
schools. The number of these students 
more than doubles the number of under­ 
graduate medical students. 
One of the basic reasons for our growing 
nation is that medical science has added 
20 years to our life expectancy in the past 
half century. The medical research in 
school laboratories has led to the conquest 
of many diseases which formerly killed or 
crippled thousands of Americans each 
year. 


While the medical schools are uncover­ 
ing new knowledge and creating new 
cures at an unprecedented rate, they are 
faced with the mounting task of keeping 
200,000 practicing doctors abreast of de­ 
velopments. The National Fund for Medi­ 
cal Education discloses that 90 per cent of 
the prescriptions written today could not 
have been prescribed IO years ago. With 
this fact in mind, it is easy to understand 
the organization’s statement that a doctor 
who has not learned anything in the past 
five years is likely to be practicing out­ 
dated medicine. 
As medical science continues to pro­ 
gress and grow more complex, the schools 
and public health departments will be in 
urgent need of continuing and accelerated 
support. 
Ail of our communities therefore should 
lend strong backing to what our medical 
schools and our health departments are 
doing and accomplishing. *

His brother, 
Gerard, whom he adored, work­ 
ed for General Electric and be­ 
came its head. Gerard was an 
introvert; Herbert an extrovert. 
Between them was a tremendous 
affection and understanding 
The friendship between Herbert 
Bayard Swope and Bernard Bar­ 
uch has often been misinterpret­ 
ed as an employer-employce re­ 
lationship. To the vulgar, every­ 
thing is cast in the mold of a 
coin. These men had been close 
and intimate friends and to make 
a trio, the name of W i n s t o n 
Churchill might be added. It was 
a friendship based upon personal 
affection, like • mindedness and 
the give and take of great know­ 
ledge of affairs. 
I had known Herbert Bayard 
Swop for perhaps 40 years, with 
more or less 
intimacy for a 
quarter of a 
century, 
and 
I 
mourn him with both affection 
and respect.

Diet and Health 
Human TB Reaction 
Has Wide Variation

STATISTICS aren't Juat a 
b u n c h of confusing flgurea. 
Translate 
statistics 
into 
hu­ 
man beings and you know an 
awful lot about a lot of people. 
Let’s just take one disease, 
tuberculosis. 
Statistics tell us that the 
tall, lanky and underweight in­ 
dividual la more likely to de­ 
velop TB than a person who is 
short, stocky and overweight 


Reaction ta Test 
Moreover, lf he reacts strong­ 
ly to a tuberculin test, he is 
five times more likely to de­ 
velop the disease than a person 
who has a negative test. 
If a young child comes down 
with TB, chances often are that 
he caught It from his mother or 
father. 
These days, however, 
he probably will develop a mild­ 
er form of the d isease than in 
previous years. 
As for adult TB victims sta­ 
tistics tell us that we probably 
will have more trouble getting 
elderly bachelors to agree to 
•urgery than with most other 
patients. 


The jr're Apprehensive 
We suspect this is because 
older men are more fearful of 
operation. 
They probably be­ 
lieve that persons their age 
present a greater surgical risk 
than do younger patients. 
Also, older patients probably 
live more for the present or 
immediate future, or yearn for 
the “good old days" of the past. 
More youthful patients, on the 
other hand, are more apt to 
think further ahead and to plan 
for life in the future. 
What about women? 
Well. statistics tell a story 
there, too. We know, for ex­ 
ample, that women generally 
fare better than men do after 


removal of an entire lung. 
In a recent report on a study 
at Seattle, Washington, some 
27 per cent of the men who 
had the radical operation died. 
The fatality rate for women 
was only l l per cent. 
Less Restricted 
Women also suffered less re­ 
striction 
in 
physical 
activity 
following removal of the lung, 
with only two per cent report­ 
ing their activity restricted, as 
compared with 12 per cent of 
the male patients. 
Now here Is one place where 
statistics can be misleading. 
I don't mean to Imply that 
27 per cent of the men who 
have lungs removed are doomed 
to die as a result of the opera­ 
tion. Nor do I mean that the 
national average of men whose 
activity will be restricted fol­ 
lowing such surgery amounts 
to 12 per cent. 
This 
study concerned only 
204 patients. We can’t spply 
the figures to national averages. 
But statistics do give us an in­ 
dication. They do tell an Im­ 
portant story. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
J. D.: How can I prevent re­ 
peated 
a t t a c k s of kidney 
stones ? 
Answer: The most common 
type of k i d n e y stones are 
caused, in some cases, by urine 
that is too alkaline. Sometimes 
the giving of a drug known as 
ammonium chloride to acidify 
the urine will prevent the for­ 
mation of kidney stones. 
Recently, it has been shown 
that the use of a drug known 
as hyaluronidase. given under 
the direction of a physician at

Here s How New Extended 
Jobless Benefits Work 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The 
special session of tka Ohio Legis­ 
lature has approved an adminis­ 
tration bill to give added unem­ 
ployment benefits to those who 
have exhausted their regular un­ 
employment compensation. 
To answer some of the basic 
questions about how the new law 
will operate the Associated Press 
consulted the man who will be di­ 
rectly concerned with its adminis­ 
tration—Benan Pound, director of 
this 
Bureau 
of 
Unemployment 
Compensation’s Division of Com­ 
pensation. 
Who is eligible to receive the 
extended benefits? 
Any unemployed person who ex­ 
hausts 
his 
regular benefits 
be­ 
tween June 30, 1957 and July 4, 
1959 when the law expires. 
Does that mean u person who 
exhausted his benefic last sum­ 
mer 
and 
remained 
unemployed 
since then can ofply for the ex­ 
tended jobless pay. 
Yes, but there is little likelihood 
that a person who has not been 
actively seeking work between the 
time his benefits ran out and the 
time he applies for the new ex­ 
tended benefits will have his claim 
honored. 
Take, for example, a woman 
who exhausts her regular benefits 
and then m arries and leaves the 
labor market. A claim for the ex­ 
tended benefits probably would be 
disallowed by administrative rul­ 
ing.

How will an unemployed per­ 
son who exhausts his regular ben­ 
efits ,.fter the program goes into 
effect apply for the extended ben­ 
efits? 
The BUC will notify each claim­ 
ant when his regular benefits are 
expiring. He will then go to tho 
new claims section of his local 
BUC office and fill out one simple 
form. The extended benefits then 
will take effect automatically at 
the expiration of his regular bene­ 
fits and there should be no inter­ 
ruption of his weekly checks.
